Joel was born and raised 
in Florence, Alabama, where 
he attended the University of 
North Alabama. He has spent 
most of his life involved in 
the family-owned business 
established by his late father, 
Clyde W. Anderson, a firm that 
evolved from the street corner 
newsstand set up in 1917 when 
Clyde was forced to leave 
school at age 14 to support his 
family. 

Joel is active in a variety of civic and philanthropic 
activities. He has served his community as director and 
chairman of the board of Riverhill School and as a board 
member of the Riverhill School Foundation. He has acted 
as director of Shoals Chamber of Commerce; director of 
First National Bank; chairman and founder of the Florence 
Lauderdale Library Foundation; chairman of the Shoals 
Literacy Council; director of the YMCA, and the Florence- 
Lauderdale Industrial Expansion Committee. Joel has also 
served as founder, chairman, and director of the American 
Fireworks Standards Laboratory and as trustee of the 
Cardiovascular Institute of Philadelphia. He serves on 
the Nominating Committee of the University of Alabama 
Business Hall of Fame and is on the board of directors of a 
New York City residential building. He serves as trustee and 
president pro tern elect of the University of North Alabama 
board of trustees. He is currently a board member of the 
Alabama Bicentennial Commission. He is a major supporter 
of the New York City Police Athletic League, the Salvation 


Army, the United Way of Northwest Alabama, the Childrens 
Museum of the Shoals, the American Heart Association, 
and many other community organizations. 

His philanthropic, civic, and humanitarian endeavors 
have been recognized by the Anti-Defamation League when 
they honored him with their Distinguished Service Award on 
behalf of human rights, and by Brandeis University with its 
National Distinguished Community Service Award. In 2003 
he was the first recipient of The 25 Year Club Frank Herrera 
Award, the prestigious national magazine industry award. In 
2006 Joel was named Shoals Citizen of the Year. In 2016 he 
was inducted into the Alabama Business Hall of Fame and 
received the Lifetime Achievement in Innovation Award from 
the Economic Development Partnership of Alabama. 

For many years, Joel has provided mentoring, and in many 
cases capital, for young entrepreneurs starting businesses in 
the Shoals, including a Shoals based retailer whose business 
grew to have stores in 14 major cities. 

Joel has served as chairman and director in the Anderson 
Companies. Today the principal Anderson Companies 
include Anderson Media Corporation (which through its 
Anderson Merchandisers subsidiary is the country’s largest 
distributor and merchandiser of pre-recorded music and a 
major distributor of books); TNT Fireworks, the country’s 
largest importer and distributor of consumer fireworks; 
Anderson Press, a major publisher of children’s books and 
associated children’s product; Whitman Publishing Company, 
the leading publisher of books and related products for coin 
collectors, and Books-A-Million, the country’s second largest 
book retailer. Together the Anderson Companies employ 
over 11,000 associates throughout the United States, Mexico, 
United Kingdom, Hong Kong and China.

Welcome to our fourth offering from the most extensive, 
most rarity-laden collection of paper money by design types 
ever formed or presented at auction. The first part, sold by 
us in March 2018, is now an indelible part of numismatic 
history The second part was held as part of the World s Fair 
of Money in Philadelphia in August and saw record prices. 
The third part made history last October. If the term “once 
in a lifetime opportunity” is applicable in numismatics, here 
is the ideal example! 

This collection is the result of many years of careful 
study, connoisseurship, and patience by Joel R. Anderson. 
As have the majority of those who have formed great 
numismatic collections, Joel began his interest as a teenager. 
As was related in the first catalog, by 1963, working with his 
older brother Charles, Joel was quite versed in the basics. 
In that year in Washington, DC, long-sealed vaults in the 
Treasury Building were opened. Revealed were thousands 
of 1,000-coin bags of Morgan and Peace silver dollars dating 
back to 1878, including key issues and rarities, many from 
the Carson City Mint. The Andersons were on hand and 
purchased a large quantity for face value, as did many other 
collectors and dealers. By March 1965 the coins had been 
dispersed, except for some Carson City coins held back for 
later sales. 

Behind the scenes the Andersons continued their 
involvement, eventually adding a line of coin supplies to 
their other businesses. The Anderson Companies, based 
in Florence, Alabama, became important in many fields 
ranging from entertainment to retailing, including as the 
main supplier of goods to WalMart during its growth era 
under Sam Walton. In 2003 Whitman Publishing Company 
was purchased from St. Martins Press. The rest is history. 


Since that time Whitman has issued over 300 different 
books on a variety of numismatic subjects. Among many 
other distinctions, Whitman is the official book supplier to 
members of the American Numismatic Association. 

In the meantime, Joel pursued his varied interests in 
numismatics, forming a great collection of coins by design 
types and entering the realm of paper money, a field that has 
continued to be a specialty for a long time. He has worked 
with leading dealers in the field, has attended conventions, 
and has become deeply involved in other ways. In the 
publishing realm, his firm greatly supports the numismatic 
hobby by producing many coin reference books and by 
hosting the popular Whitman Coin & Collectibles Expos, 
held three times a year and always among the most popular 
of such events. These have been the venue for three of the 
present series of paper money sales. 

In forming his collection of large-size federal currency 
Joel had as an objective obtaining the finest-condition 
example of every major large-size federal paper money 
design from the first widely circulated issues of 1861 to the 
1920s. In addition, within a given type, major changes of 
certain other features (such as Treasury seals) were collected. 

By careful study and by reaching to acquire rarities when 
they became available, he set many price records at auction, 
including the first million-dollar note, the famous $1000 
“Grand Watermelon Note.” This important item sold last 
October for twice that amount—reflective of the quality of 
the note and the dynamism of the paper money market. In 
numismatics, yesterdays records have a way of becoming 
todays bargains, and since then other notes have crossed the 
million-dollar mark. The past is the prelude to the future, as 
they say.

Each note has been kept with care over the years. PCGS 
Currency has been tapped to certify each piece, providing a 
basis that is understandable not only to seasoned specialists, 
but to newcomers as well. 

Q. David Bowers created much of the narrative and 
descriptions in the first three catalogs and in the present 
one, following a framework laid out by Peter Treglia, Brad 
Ciociola, and other Stacks Bowers Galleries experts, in 
consultation with Joel. As in our first three auctions, this 
sale features diverse notes of various series, from popular 
and affordable (as many types are easily enough obtained) 
to incredible rarities Additional historical and numismatic 
narrative has been added in several areas and may lend 
interest. 

Part IV begins with Legal Tender Notes starting with 
a superb 1869 tc Rainbow” Note $1 or ace, then a $2 or 
deuce with a remarkable presidential courtesy autograph, 
and other Legal Tender types and designs including high- 
denomination $50, $50, $100, $500, and $1000 “Rainbow” 
Notes. The $100 is the finest graded, the $500 is the only one 
in private hands (two lower grade notes are permanently 
impounded in museums), and the $1000 is also unique in 
private hands (the other, in a far lower grade, is in a federal 
museum). Incredible! 

A very rare Compound Interest Treasury Note is followed 
by a proof on the 1861 Interest-Bearing Note, a type not 
known in issued form. An issued 1863 Interest Bearing Note 
is one of just three known, another landmark. Other related 
notes from the early 1860s are presented, followed by Silver 
Certificates in uniformly high grades. 

As detailed in our August and October sales, Silver 
Certificate of Deposit Notes, predecessors to the regular 


Silver Certificate series, are another rare series. The 
Anderson Collection has had multiples and the present sale 
has several—unprecedented! Go to a currency convention 
and in the entire show you are not likely to see even a 
single such note! Silver Certificates are topped by the only 
privately-held $1000 “Marcy Note.” This note set a worlds 
record in 2013 when it changed hands for $2.6 million. All 
eyes will be front and center when this, one of the greatest 
numismatic rarities to be offered in the 21st century, crosses 
the block on Thursday evening. 

Federal Reserve issues come next, then Gold Certificates 
beginning with the finest known 1863 $20, another treasure. 
The ultra-rare Rosecrans-Nebeker $1000 Gold Certificate is 
one of just two in private hands. Rounding out the sale are 
National Bank Notes. 

We then bid farewell to Part 4 of the currency sale of 
our generation. You are invited to take part as a bidder or 
observer. Either way you will see history being made!

The 1869 Series of Legal Tender Notes are among the most 
desirable issues in all of American federal currency. Instantly 
recognizable by their beautiful hues of green, blue and red, bills 
from this series are popularly referred to as “Rainbow Notes” 
The $1 offered here portrays George Washington within an oval 
frame at center. The portrait was engraved by Alfred Sealey and 
was based on the famous painting by Gilbert Stuart. At left is 
the vignette Columbus in Sight of Land as engraved by Joseph 
P. Ourdan. Green tints are seen along the top border of the 
design and a green serial number panel is to the lower left. A 
large red spiked Treasury Seal is at right. The serial numbers 
are in red and found to the lower left and upper right. The type 
features the engraved signatures of Treasury officials Allison 
and Spinner at the bottom left and right respectively. The back 
is intricately printed in green with the imprint of the National 
Bank Note Company at bottom center. Legal Tender and anti¬ 
counterfeiting language are found in a panel at right. These 
notes come on blue tinted security paper based on Wilcox’s 
1866 patent. Series of 1869 notes were issued from October 
19, 1869 to July 25, 1874. Nearly 42 million examples of the $1 
denomination were printed. 

The presently offered note is among the finest PCGS Cur¬ 
rency has graded. They have certified just one example finer, 
that piece receiving a Superb Gem New 67 PPQ designation. 
Likewise, PMG has graded just a single note at the Superb Gem 
Uncirculated 67 EPQ level. The Anderson note features broad, 
even margins and strictly original paper surfaces. The colorful 
overprint inks which lends this series its “Rainbow” nickname 
are fully displayed in their intended brilliance. 

This is a wonderful example of a very popular large size fed¬ 
eral design type. The present piece is about as nice a note as one 
could hope to obtain. 

Coins and Currency in 1869 

When the Civil War ended in April 1865 there was wide¬ 
spread hope that silver and gold coins would return to circu¬ 
lation. Due to uncertainties of the war, gold coins had disap¬ 


peared from circulation at the end of December 1861. The 
Legal Tender Act of March 1862 made matters worse. Legal 
Tender Notes, eventually issued in denominations from $1 to 
$1000, were exchangeable at face value only with other Legal 
Tender Notes. A $100 note could be exchanged for two $50 
notes, five $20 notes, or in other combinations, but not for sil¬ 
ver or gold coins. Public fear accelerated due to this and also to 
Confederate victories. The outcome was uncertain. Silver coins 
disappeared from circulation in the spring. Amazingly by the 
second week of July even one-cent pieces, which had little in¬ 
trinsic or melt-down value, disappeared as well. 

For the first time since the Mint opened in 1792, the Eastern 
and Midwestern United States were completely coinless! The 
gap was filled a number of ways. On July 17 the Treasury De¬ 
partment made ordinary postage stamps legal tender for cer¬ 
tain transactions. John Gault issued encased postage stamps— 
brass frames enclosing stamps from 1 cent to 90 cents on the 
front, protected by a pane of mica. The Treasury Department 
issued Postage Currency in 1862, followed in 1863 by Fraction¬ 
al Currency In the meantime hundreds of varieties of paper 
scrip notes were issued by merchants, towns, and banks. Cop¬ 
per and brass tokens, today called Civil War tokens, were paid 
out by nearly1,000 merchants (and today are widely collected). 

The return to gold and silver did not happen in 1865. Citi¬ 
zens felt that the condition of the Treasury remained precari¬ 
ous and held on to their coins. Copper Indian Head cents had 
returned to circulation in 1864 as it was realized that they had 
little intrinsic value. 

It was not until after April 1876 that the situation stabilized 
and Legal Tender Notes were redeemable with silver coins at 
par. It was not until after December 1878 that such could be 
exchanged at par with gold coins.

The signatures are strongly penned in period brown 
iron ink. 

Fr. 27 (W-22) displays the well known portrait of George 
Washington at center with a vignette of Columbus in Sight of 
Land at the left. The overprints are in red, including a spiked 
Treasury Seal at left and oval shaped ornamental protector 
at right. The engraved signatures of Allison and Gilfillan are 
at bottom left and right. The back is executed in green and 


displays a large X across the center. The Legal Tender clause 
and anti-counterfeiting language are at right. There were 
12,512,000 printed, though today just around 400 are known.

The vignette at center is The Pioneer Family and depicts 
a frontiersman leaning on an ax by a fallen tree with his wife, 
baby and dog surrounding him. The popular scene was engraved 
by Henry Gugler. The motif was used on $5 Legal Tender Notes 
from the Series of 1869 to the Series of 1907 and is the reason 
these notes are commonly referred to as “Woodchopper” notes. 
The Series of 1869 examples display a large red spiked Treasury 
Seal at right. A green protector overprint runs along the top 
of the note while a green serial number panel is to the lower 
left of center.

Vibrant red, green 
and blue aptly support the “Rainbow” nickname this series is so 
well known for. PCGS Currency has graded just a single exam¬ 
ple of the catalog number finer. PMG has graded just a single 
note at the 67 EPQ level with none finer. This is an absolutely 
stunning note destined to find its way into a top shelf collection. 

Numismatic Events of 1869 

The colorful Series of 1869 Legal Tender “Rainbow Notes” 
were launched at a time of transition. As noted above under Lot 
4001, money in circulation in the East and Midwest did not in¬ 
clude gold or silver coins. These could be purchased by paying 
a steep premium to banks and exchange brokers. Interestingly 
on the West Coast silver and gold coins were abundant in cir¬ 


culation as the California State Constitution of 1850 forbid the 
use of paper money Too many citizens had been hurt during 
the Hard Times era of 1837 to 1843 when many banks failed 
and paper money became worthless. Now, with a new oppor¬ 
tunity during the Gold Rush, legislators wanted to prevent this 
from happening again. 

On New Years Day 1869, Chief Engraver James B. Longacre 
died, leaving a legacy of many accomplishments, including 
designs for the cent, two-cent piece, two types of three-cent 
pieces, the nickel five-cent piece, and the gold $1, $3, and the 
impressive $20, plus almost countless patterns. He had held the 
office since 1844. His successor in the post was William Barber. 
At the Mint, James Pollock, who had served in the post from 
1861 to 1866, was named director again, succeeding Dr. Lin- 
derman, who would return a few years later. 

Without much fanfare the Mint created a series of patterns 
lettered Standard Silver. These coins were below the current 
federal standard of the Act of 1853 in the hope that lightweight 
coins of lower intrinsic value could circulate and not be of in¬ 
terest to hoarders or speculators. Nothing practical came of 
the idea, and it turned into another bonanza for insiders at the 
Mint. For the numismatic trade various denominations were 
struck in silver, aluminum, and copper, with plain or reeded 
edges, and with multiple die varieties within each denomina¬ 
tion. These had no real pattern purpose, of course, and were 
filtered into the numismatic market. Standard Silver patterns 
continued to be minted into 1870. 

Beginning during the Civil War, Spencer Clarks operations 
in the Treasury Building included making paper for currency 
which was then given to the American, Continental, and Na¬ 
tional bank note companies for printing denominations from 
$1 upward. In 1869 this facility was discontinued, and a con¬ 
tract was given to the Crane Paper Co. in Dalton, Massachu¬ 
setts, which continues as the supplier today although there was 
a recent change in corporate ownership.

Exceptionally printed inks accentuate the design of this ever 
popular Legal Tender design type.

Each denomination from the Series of 1869 is represented 
by just a single catalog number. For the $10 denomination that 
is Fr. 69 (W-1275). The portrait of Daniel Webster, engraved 
by Alfred Sealey, is at left, while at right is the vignette vari¬ 
ously titled Introduction of the Old World to the New or Poca¬ 
hontas Presented at Court At bottom center is an eagle perched 
upon a shield and clutching an olive branch and arrows. When 
inverted the eagle resembles a donkey lending to the popular 
“Jackass” nickname by which these notes are commonly 
known. The same design was used on the top of Fractional 
Currency Shields. This particular rendition of the national bird 
was continued on Legal Tender Notes through and including 
the Series of 1880.

One of the most popular large size types, the Series of 1923

Offered is an exceptional $20 “Rainbow” Note, with four 
boardwalk margins and vibrant colors. A side profile of Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton (facing right) is seen at left. Standing at right is 
the goddess Liberty, holding a shield aloft in her right arm and 
a walking stick in her right. She wears a helmet adorned with 
an eagle on top. The allegorical image is based on a drawing

This example last traded 
publicly in a January 2014 auction for $123,375. 

The National Scene in 1869 

On March 4, General U.S. Grant was sworn in as president 
of the United States. He and his Cabinet rapidly took control 
of many national affairs. Unbridled speculation continued on 
Wall Street with all sorts of unregulated shenanigans, spread¬ 
ing of rumors, and overissue of certificates. In contrast, in the 
banking arena the comptroller of the currency’s office dis¬ 
patched examiners each year to examine the books of National 


Banks and report any irregularities. As a result nearly all such 
banks were conducted on an ethical basis. 

In September some of the “usual suspects” among specu¬ 
lators—including Jay Gould, James Fisk, and others, one of 
whom was President U.S. Grants brother-in-law Abel Corbin- 
attempted to corner the available supply of gold on the market 
and drove it up from about $132 to $162.50 in terms of pa¬ 
per money needed to buy $100 in gold or silver coins. Corbin 
worked behind the scenes and convinced the president to ap¬ 
point General Daniel Butterfield, who was amenable to irregu¬ 
larities, as assistant treasurer of the United States. The Treasury 
Department held a quantity of gold, and if there was any indica¬ 
tion of selling, Butterfield could secretly forewarn the specula¬ 
tors. In the meantime as gold rose, common stocks fell. 

On Thursday, September 23,1869, Gould and Fisk had “calls” 
on about $100 million in gold. With $15 million of gold in cir¬ 
culation in the United States, and $90 million in gold in the 
Treasury, the calls that Gould and Fisk had outstanding were 
equal to nearly all the gold in the country, private and public! 

Acting independently on September 24 and without knowl¬ 
edge of the wily Butterfield, Secretary of the Treasury George 
Boutwell entered the market to sell quantities held by the gov¬ 
ernment. The price fell on “Black Friday.” The day was indeed 
very dark for the gamblers. 

When the dust settled after the gold excitement, Jim Fisk lost 
$70 million, but repudiated his obligations because he said that 
he never gave any written orders to his broker Albert Speyer. 
In turn, Speyer, who owed $37 million, failed and his creditors 
received nothing. A number of financial houses failed and it 
took months for Wall Street to recover.

Just 604,000 1869 $50 “Rainbow” Legal Tender Notes were 
printed and today fewer than 100 are known to survive. The 
Anderson example is among the very finest known of this rare 
and highly desirable type. It is the single finest example graded 
by PCGS Currency and the only one they have certified in Un¬ 
circulated grade. Furthermore, PMG has graded just a single 
Uncirculated note, a Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ example. In 
our opinion the Anderson example appears to be the nicer of 
the two, with superior centering and margins. 

The colors on the note are truly exceptional with bold red¬ 
dish-pink overprint inks including on the large spiked Treasury 
Seal at center and the serial number panels to the lower left 
and upper right. The overall aesthetics are enhanced by the blue 
tinted security paper. 

An allegorical female is seen at left holding an olive branch 
in her right hand and a small statue of Mercury in her right. The 
vignette is titled Return of Peace and was engraved by Charles 
Smith. A cornucopia is portrayed at the bottom center of the 
note flanked by the signatures of Treasury officials Allison 
and Spinner. At right is a portrait of statesman Henry Clay, 
engraved by Alfred Sealy. The back is ornately engraved, with 
anti-counterfeiting and Legal Tender clauses found at left and 


right respectively A large 50 is at center while smaller ones 
inhabit the corners of the back design. Imprints of the American 
Bank Note Company are at top and bottom center.

While rare and outstanding notes abound throughout the 
Joel R. Anderson Collection, the significance of the present 
note is impossible to overstate. This 1869 $500 “Rainbow” Legal 
Tender Note is the only example of its type available to collec¬ 
tors. 

The note features the allegorical figure Justice at left, holding 
balance scales in her left hand and an upward pointing sword in 
her right. The denomination is boldly displayed in an ornate die 
counter at center. The portrait of President John Quincy Adams 
is in an oval frame at right. The serial numbers are in red and 
found to the lower left and upper right of center. A large pink 
Treasury Seal is just to the right of center. The engraved sig¬ 
natures of Allison and Spinner are along the bottom border of 
the design. The back is ornately printed in green with large 500 
counters at left and right and the Legal Tender clause inside a 
circular frame at center. 

Just 89,360 examples were printed and today only three are 
known to exist. Serial Number N16035, a repaired Very Fine 
note, resides in the National Numismatic Collection in the 
Smithsonian Institution. The second note, serial N31963, is 
recorded as a damaged Fine and is permanently impounded 
in the collection of the Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago. The 
presently offered example, with serial number N48792, is the 
only 1869 $500 Legal Tender Note in private hands. Moreover, 
it is far and away the finest in condition! 

This note is much rarer than the $1000 “Grand Watermelon” 
notes of 1890; there are three times as many of those in private 


hands. The finest of those “Grand Watermelon” notes sold for 
$2,040,000 in our offering of Part III of the Anderson Collec¬ 
tion this past October. In contrast, the present $500 Series of 
1869 Legal Tender Note is one the greatest U.S. currency rari¬ 
ties available for private ownership. It has never traded pub¬ 
licly at auction and has only been sold by private treaty twice 
in the last several decades. This is the first and perhaps only 
opportunity most collectors will ever have to compete for this 
exceptional piece of American numismatic history. One of the 
greatest highlights from the monumental Joel R. Anderson 
Collection, this note could be a record setter and is truly worth 
whatever bid is required to acquire it. 

John Quincy Adams 

Elected to the presidency in 1825, John Quincy Adams was 
the first son of a former president to be elected president.

Future U.S. currency enthusiasts will look back upon our 
four catalogs of the Joel R. Anderson Collection with amaze¬ 
ment at how many outstanding notes it contained. Not since 
the Albert A. Grinnell Collection have so many rarities been 
held by a single owner, and Barney Bluestones sale of the 
Grinnell Collection in 1946 was the last time this Fr.l86f (W- 
4510) 1869 $1000 “Rainbow” Legal Tender Note was offered 
at auction. 

This example, with serial number Z29763 and from plate C, 
is the sole privately held example of the type and is the finest 
of just two known to exist. The other known note bears serial 
number Z51324, is from plate D and is recorded as Very Fine 
plus. It is forever held in the collection of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago.

The presently offered note is brilliantly colored and appears 
New at first glance. Upon closer inspection some faint traces 
of handling can be seen, primarily from the verso. All of the 
engraved design elements are sharp and in bold inks. The paper 
is wholesome, cream in color and free of any distracting marks 
or blemishes. The margins are full, although the top margin is a 
touch thin compared with the others. The back is well centered 
and boldly presented. 

As previously mentioned, this note last sold publicly in Bar¬ 
ney Bluestones 1946 auction of the Albert A. Grinnell Collec¬ 
tion where it realized a then impressive sum of $1,200 (when 


annual average income was around $2,600). In the decades 
since, it was owned by Robert Friedberg who sold it to Amon 
Carter, Sr. in 1953. Amon Carter, Jr. sold the note through deal¬ 
er John Rowe to dealer Dennis Forgue in May 1985. From there 
it was brokered to a private Midwest collector. Doctors Edward 
and Joanne Dauer purchased the note directly from the Mid¬ 
west collector in 1998 and owned it until 2011 when it was sold 
to Joel R. Anderson. 

This is one of the ultimate rarities in American numismatics. 
It is rarer than a “Grand Watermelon” note; we sold the finest 
of three privately held examples of that rarity for $2,040,000 in 
our Anderson Part III auction last October. It is far rarer than 
an 1804 Draped Bust silver dollar or 1913 Liberty Head nickel, 
both of which sell in the multi-million dollar range at auction. 
The offering of this note may represent a once-in-a-lifetime op¬ 
portunity. Only one fortunate collector can lay claim to an 1869 
$1000 “Rainbow” note at any given time, and such ownership 
cements a place among legendary names like Grinnell, Carter, 
Dauer and Anderson. Here is another potential record setting 
note from the Joel R. Anderson Collection. When an opportu¬ 
nity like this comes along serious buyers should just keep their 
bidder cards held high until the hammer falls.

Born into an already well-established New York political fam¬ 
ily Dewitt Clinton, a nephew of long-term New York Governor 
George Clinton, served in the New York State Legislature before 
the age of 30. Later he served in various political posts including 
United States senator from New York, mayor of New York City 
and sixth governor of New York. As governor he oversaw con¬ 
struction of the Erie Canal. Clinton challenged incumbent pres¬ 
ident James Madison in the election of 1812 but was defeated. 
Clinton received 89 electoral votes to Madisons 128.

Rarely Seen $50 Compound Interest Note

Here is an impressive $50 Compound Interest Treasury 
Note, one of just 14 examples known for the catalog num¬ 
ber. The allegorical vignette at left is Loyalty (perhaps a jab 
at secessionists) and depicts a young woman standing with a 
sword in her left hand and her right hand resting on a Bible 
with the Constitution below. Alexander Hamilton is at bottom 
right. A red spiked Treasury Seal is at right while a red Dec. 
15, 1864 issue date is above. Red printed serial number 181988 
is to the lower left and at right above Hamilton. The engraved 
signatures of Treasury officials Colby and Spinner are near the 
bottom center. A bronze overprint dominates the center of the 
note with a 50 counter in the upper left and COMPOUND 
INTEREST TREASURY NOTE stacked at center. The back is 
ornately printed in green with large 50 counters at left and right 
and an interest calculation table at center. 

Four of the surviving 14 examples known of this catalog 
number are in permanent government or institutional collec¬ 
tions. The present note is one of just two that PCGS Currency 
has graded at the Very Fine 30 level with none finer. It displays 
even circulation and mostly bright paper. The engraved design 
elements are sharply detailed and the bronzing is bold. The note 
is free of any impairments or repairs and displays quite nicely. 

These early Compound Interest Notes have enjoyed greater 
popularity in recent years as more collectors have come to un¬ 
derstand their importance and rarity especially in problem free 
grades such as this. 

Numismatic Commentary for 1864 

On June 3, the National Bank Act of 1864 was approved, 
adding new provisions and amendments to the act of 1863. By 
this time hundreds of new banks had been formed and were in 
operation. A separate bureau within the Treasury was set up, 
replacing the office that was in operation. The head was to be 
designated the comptroller of the currency appointed by the 
president upon recommendation of the secretary of the Trea¬ 
sury and with the advice and consent of the Senate. A limit 
of $300,000,000 was placed on the issuance of National Bank 
Notes, a provision that would have effects a few years later when 
that amount was reached and those seeking to establish banks 


were in a quandary Similar to Legal Tender Notes, bills issued 
by National Banks were not redeemable at par in silver or gold 
coins. National Bank Notes were issued from that time onward 
in large-size format to 1928 and in small size until 1935. Today 
such currency is extremely popular in numismatic circles. 

On the collecting scene W. Elliot Woodward of Roxbury, 
Massachusetts was the leading auction cataloger of the day with 
Edward Cogan of New York City as runner up. Societies flour¬ 
ished in several cities, and in New York City a new group, the 
American Numismatic and Archaeological Society was formed 
to replace the expired American Numismatic Society (1858- 
1859). 

Wednesday October 19, was a quiet day in St. Albans, Ver¬ 
mont, a mainly agrarian community close to the Canadian 
border. Citizens were involved in everyday affairs, clerking in 
stores, conversing, catching up with office work—a very ordi¬ 
nary scene, nothing unusual. That is until late afternoon when 
20 to 25 armed men from the Confederacy entered the town, 
coming south from Canada. The National Bank was robbed of 
about $50,000, mostly in bills; the St. Albans Bank was robbed 
of between $70,000 and $80,000, and the Franklin County 
Bank of a considerable amount. Today in 2019, notes from 
these banks are popular with numismatists. 

In 1864 the tide of the Civil War turned toward the Union. 
On February 15, 1864, General William Tecumseh Shermans 
troops occupied Meridian, Mississippi. On the 17th of the 
month the first successful military submarine, the C.S.S. Hun- 
ley ; propelled underwater by men powering a crankshaft, sunk 
the U.S.S. Housatonic , but then foundered. Eight died, includ¬ 
ing the captain. Years later when the wreck was found, an 1860 
double eagle was among the captains effects.

Produced by Rawdon, Wright & Hatch, this 1861 $100 Inter¬ 
est Bearing Note proof is printed on India paper and mounted 
to card at the edges. Titles and obligation are seen across the 
face. Mercury is seated at the top center while Moneta is at left 
and Justice is to the right. A large red 100 counter is near bot¬ 
tom center. This type would have had the interest rate filled in. 

Interest-Bearing notes were extremely popular and were is¬ 
sued in large quantities, but in most cases, when the interest 
period ran out, the notes were redeemed. Such was the case 
for all issued examples of this $100 Interest Bearing Note of 
March 2, 1861, which offered 6% annual interest for 60 days. 
At the time, the Union needed funds to pay for the Civil War 


and the Act of March 2, 1861 provided for notes to be issued 
to borrow money. The shortest term, reflected in the offered 
Proof, was 60 days, and $50, $100, and $500 notes were printed 
in New York City by the American Bank Note Company The 
notes bear the imprint of that maker, as well as that of Rawdon, 
Wright & Hatch, one of the predecessor companies that eventu¬ 
ally merged with several others in 1858 to form the ABNCo. 

The plate impression is exceptional with sharp details seen 
along with bold protector inks. This type is unknown in is¬ 
sued form.

This is the second of two Fr. 199 (W-3245) notes featured in 
the Joel R. Anderson Collection. The design type depicts Wash¬ 
ington standing at center with allegorical depictions of The 
Guardian at left and Justice at right. Large green C counters 
flank Washington at left and right while a large green security 
panel is centered below the central vignette. A large red spiked 
Treasury Seal is found at top right along with a February 17, 
1864 issue date. The green printed back is intricately detailed 
with 100 counters to left and right, and the obligation found 
within a round frame at center. 

There are three examples known of this catalog number. In 
March 2018 we sold serial number 17148, also from the Joel R. 
Anderson Collection and graded Very Fine 30 by PCGS Cur¬ 
rency, for $240,000. That example had minor edge restorations 
mentioned by the grading service. The presently offered note, 
with serial number 834, is free of any repairs or other impair¬ 
ments. It is well margined on wholesome, evenly circulated 
paper. This note and the prior Anderson example are the only 
two Fr. 199s (W-3245s) that have ever been offered at public 
auction. The third recorded note has never entered the mar¬ 
ketplace to our knowledge and was only reported by one dealer 
25 years ago. The currently offered note has passed through the 
notable collections of Robert Schermerhorn and Harry Bass. 
This is an outstanding rarity and it may be years before collec¬ 
tors get another chance to secure this design type. 

Selected Events of 1863 

In 1863 the Civil War continued apace with victories on both 
sides. To even briefly synopsize them would take many pages. 
In the Battle of Chancellorsville, May 1st to 4th, General Rob¬ 
ert E. Lee soundly defeated the Union forces. The Confederates 
sustained about 13,000 casualties and the Union about 17,500. 
In the North several Sanitary Fairs, as they were called, were 
held, with items for sale, donated goods, and the like to benefit 
wounded and returning soldiers. 

The turning point of the war came in early August with the 
Battle of Gettysburg in Pennsylvania, close to the border with 
Maryland. Flush with a string of victories in Virginia, General 
Robert E. Lee took about 75,000 troops to invade the North. He 
anticipated a decisive victory after which he hoped that the Con¬ 


federacy and the Union could sit down to negotiate and, finally 
the Confederate States of America would be acknowledged as an 
independent country The Union troops under several generals 
stood fast at Gettysburg. After three days of fighting, with about 
51,000 casualties for both sides combined (including 6,000 to 
7,000 deaths), Lee and his soldiers withdrew. No other important 
invasions into Yankee territory took place thereafter. 

Licensed private merchants known as sutlers traveled with 
various regiments and divisions and offered for sale a wide vari¬ 
ety of goods including clothing, medicine, books, games, statio¬ 
nery and other items. Many of them issued tokens redeemable 
in merchandise. They usually set up in tents, but sometimes in 
occupied towns they would do business from storefronts. Later, 
these tokens would become a popular numismatic specialty 

America remained coinless in 1863. In February it took 
$172.50 in Legal Tender Notes to buy $100 in silver or gold 
coins from a bank or exchange broker. In August it took only 
$122.50 as citizens were buoyed by the news from the Battle of 
Gettysburg. The differential then increased as the war dragged 
on. In the West, silver and gold coins traded at par as before, 
and Legal Tender Notes were accepted only at a deep discount. 
On August 13, 1863, it took $1,500 in CSA bills to buy $100 in 
gold coins. By December 15 it would take $2,100. Confederate 
paper was rapidly becoming worthless. 

Watching the ever-changing price of gold was a popular ac¬ 
tivity at many large banks and in the offices of exchange bro¬ 
kers. Other forms of money had proven to be effective. Postage 
Currency with stamp designs was succeeded by Fractional Cur¬ 
rency of various denominations—which would continue to be 
issued until 1876. Such small bills found great favor with collec¬ 
tors, and proof and other special versions were printed and sold 
at a premium. Encased postage stamps continued to be issued, 
but by mid-year their production ceased. Small denomination 
paper scrip notes were aplenty.

Here is an impressive India paper proof mounted on card 
produced by the National Bank Note Company. Green border 
prints and security panel are featured along with ornate 500 
die counters at top left and right. The “Grand Old Man of the 
Army” General Winfield Scott, is portrayed at center. Generic 
NBNC vignettes of a man traveling with a pack at lower left and 
a farmer resting with a scythe at lower right round out the face 
design which comes from plate position B. No issued examples 
of the type are known leaving only proof and specimen notes 
for collectors wishing to have a representative of the type. This 
proof impression is sharply printed in bold inks. Six punch can¬ 
cellations are seen in the signature panels. 


At the time of issue the notes made for circulation were sold 
at a discount from face value to reflect the interest to be earned 
for two years. Most buyers were banks and security houses 
which retailed them to investors. They did not circulate in 
commerce, but were held until maturity then redeemed at par. 
Proofs are a special case, of course, and serve to illustrate the 
designs of many notes that are not otherwise available.

This note was issued under an Act of Congress dated March 
3, 1865, and bore interest at a rate of 7.3% per annum payable 
three years after the issue date. The type has a green border and 
security prints. The eagle vignette at center is a larger version of 
the eagle seen on $10 Legal Tender Notes, commonly referred 
to as “Jackass Notes,” as the vignette resembles a donkey when 
viewed inverted. A red spiked Treasury Seal is at right while en¬ 
graved signatures of Colby and Spinner are seen at bottom left 
and right. Red printed serial numbers are at lower left and up¬ 
per right of center. The ornate back is in green with a vertically 
oriented clause at center stating the note could be converted 
into bonds after five years. Large 50 counters are to the left and 
right. These notes were originally issued with five coupons at¬ 
tached at right, though none remain on this example. 

Just seven examples of the catalog number are recorded in 
the census, one of which resides in the National Numismatic 
Collection at the Smithsonian Institution. The present note has 
been in two of the most legendary United States currency col¬ 
lections of all time. It first was part of the Albert A. Grinnell 
Collection and now carries the pedigree of the Joel R. Ander¬ 
son Collection. The note displays bold color and sharply de¬ 
tailed design elements. The paper faces up well but has seen 
some expert restoration with the grading service commenting 
“Restored Splits” on the back of the holder. All $50 Interest 
Bearing Notes are rare as a type and this is an important op¬ 
portunity to secure one. 

Albert A. Grinnell 

The collecting of paper money had a great change in 1953 
when Robert Friedberg s book, Paper Money of the United States 
was published. In this book, the author divided paper money 
into categories such as Legal Tender Notes, National Bank 
Notes, Fractional Currency, and others and arranged the issues 
in chronological order, assigning number to each issue. These 
became standard and remain so today. Thousands of numisma¬ 
tists began collecting federal currency. 

Prior to that the specialty was a relatively small niche. It is 
ironic but true to state that in earlier times Fractional Currency 
Continental and colonial paper money and even Confederate 


notes attracted more enthusiasts. So far as can be determined, 
hardly anyone pursued National Bank notes, Gold Certificates, 
and certain other issues. 

The major exception to the rule was Albert A. Grinnell of 
Detroit, a principal in Grinnell Brothers, incorporated in 1912. 
The company was in the right place at the right time, and in 
the next quarter century operated a chain of music stores in 
the Midwest selling player and regular pianos, musical instru¬ 
ments, phonographs, sheet music, and other items. In time he 
became wealthy A dedicated specialist, he avidly sought single 
notes and sheets. 

The August 1929 issue of The Numismatist included this 
“how to pick them out” commentary for the annual convention 
ANA convention: “If you see a pleasant faced, elderly man ea¬ 
gerly examining the exhibits of United States paper money for 
notes not in his collection and not finding any you will know 
he is A. A. Grinnell, of Detroit.” 

A decade later in the 1937 issue he presented an article, 
“United States Paper Money From A Collectors Viewpoint.” 
Collecting the same was interesting for three reasons, the au¬ 
thor related: Beauty and character of engraving, variety of spec¬ 
imens issued, and historical and educational value. Grinnell 
went on to give an overview of different series, such as Coin 
Notes, Gold Certificates, Silver Certificates, National Bank 
Notes, and others. 

His collection of paper money was sold in a series of auc¬ 
tions in Syracuse, New York by Barney Bluestone—seven sales 
from November 25, 1944 to March 8, 1947. Only six or seven 
collectors attended each sale, recalled Bill Donlon, who was one 
of the bidders. 

Six years later came the Friedberg book, changing the world 
of federal currency

This impressive $100 Interest Bearing Note is one of just four 
examples known for the catalog number. It bears an engraved 
issue date of August 15, 1864 and displays Lieutenant General 
Winfield Scott at the center of the note. Black die counters with 
100 overlapping Roman numeral Cs are at upper left and right. 
Green Roman numeral Cs are at upper right and left of center 
and green 100 die counters are to the bottom left and right. A 
small red spiked Treasury Seal is to the right. The engraved sig¬ 
natures of Colby and Spinner are seen at bottom left and right 
respectively. These notes bore 7.3% interest and were payable 
semi-annually in “lawful money.” Buyers were banks and other 
investors. These notes never passed hand to hand in general cir¬ 
culation. This particular example has the “promise to pay” filled 
in with “Secretary of the Treasury for redemption.” 

The back is printed in green with large Roman numeral C 
counters at left and right. Language on the back, right of center, 
explains that the notes could be converted to bonds any time 
after five years, payable 20 years from August 15, 1867 with six 
percent interest per annum. This example is bright and evenly 
circulated with ample margins. The printed inks are bold with 
vibrant green protector inks as well. 

All four examples of the catalog number are privately held. 
This note, with serial number 213729, is the finest graded exam¬ 
ple of the four. It is the plate note seen on page 629 of the Whit¬ 
man Encyclopedia of US. Paper Money by Q. David Bowers. This 
note last appeared in auction in 2005 where it realized $97,750. 
The market for “Middle of the Book” rarities such as this is more 
developed now and we certainly expect to see a price realization 
well into the six figures once the gavel comes down. 

Further Numismatic Commentary for 1864 

In 1864, the last full year of the Civil War, the value of 
Legal Tender Notes went from bad to worse, and on July 11, 
a $10 paper note was worth just $3.90 in silver coins. In the 
Confederacy, a $10 note was worth just 464 in coin. The Act 
of April 22, 1864 discontinued the copper-nickel alloy for 
cents, and authorized mintage of cents and two-cent pieces 
in “French bronze,” an alloy continued in use (for cents) 
through much of the first half of the twentieth century The 
same legislation prohibited the private issuance of tokens 
to circulate as money This bothered the issuers not in the 


slightest, and various minters continued to turn out millions 
of tokens dated 1864! 

In this year two-cent coins were the first to circulate 
with IN GOD WE TRUST; this motto appeared on silver 
denominations, 254 and up, gold $5 and up, beginning in 1866. 
Cents struck later in 1864 bore engraver James B. Longacres 
initial L on the bonnet ribbon; the gold dollar had shown 
the L since 1849, while the $3 and $20 displayed JBL on the 
neck truncation from the beginning of these denominations. 
Philadelphia mintages of most silver and gold denominations 
remained low for much the same reasons as in 1863. At the 
Philadelphia Mint the wholesale restriking of old rarities and 
the creation of new patterns continued apace, as it had since the 
spring of 1859. This was a very secret operation conducted by 
Mint officials with no records kept. This illegal action proved to 
be a boon for a later generation of numismatists; at least 90% 
of the patterns and restrikes avidly sought by collectors today 
were made during that period, until a change of directorship in 
the summer of 1885. 

Coin auctions, mostly held in New York City were dynamic 
with many bidders. Buyers had to pay in coin or, if in paper 
money a larger sum than invoice to adjust for the depreciation 
of the bills. Banker's Magazine , June 1864, gave a report that 
included this: 

“Coin Sales in New York. At a recent sale of coins by Bangs, Merwin & Co. 
of this city, a United States cent of the year 1193 brought $30. Another of the 
same date, but of a different variety, brought $16. A cent of 1196, with the 
cap of Liberty behind the head, was sold for $ 15—a very large price, when 
it is considered that the specimen sold was by no means what collectors call 
“Uncirculated.” A cent of 1804, described as a “splendid impression,” was 
knocked down at $26. One of the next year, 1805, brought $13, and one 
of 1811 the astonishingly high price of $25. A half cent of 1193 brought 
$16.50. A coin or token, struck in England in 1694 for the “Carolinas” in 
North America, bearing a representation of an elephant on one side, and the 
words “God preserve Carolina and the Lords Proprietors” on the other, was 
sold for $41. A similar piece, struck at a later period, for the British settlement 
in Kentucky, brought the extraordinary sum of $105. This token was in silver, 
but it is said, that a specimen in copper, equally fine, would have brought the 
same price. ”

Small round vignettes representing various states curve 
across the note and run above the central vignette. Die coun¬ 
ter 50s are at top left and right with FIFTY seen in the bottom 
corners. Another small 50 die counter is at bottom center. A 
bold red FIFTY protector is centered near the bottom. The back 
of the note features branches at center encircling purchase and 
interest language. Issued notes were redeemable one year from 
the date of issue at a rate of “One Mill per $100 per annum.” 

This example has been labeled a remainder by PCGS Cur¬ 
rency, though previously it has been described as a proof. An 
argument could be made for calling it a specimen though re¬ 
mainder seems the most fitting. In any case this note was likely 
printed and saved as a cabinet specimen. The serial number 
panels display serial number 28501 penned in blue ink. A 6 
was penciled in on the date line. The note is unsigned and dis¬ 


plays a large cut out cancellation in the left signature panel and 
a punch cancellation in the right signature panel. The back left 
edge of the note has the year 1846 penciled vertically. 

The plate impression is exceptional and the note is essen¬ 
tially as an issued note would have appeared save for a full issue 
date and the Treasury officials signatures. There is a small edge 
nick at left and minor mounting remnants on the back as men¬ 
tioned by the grading service. This is the only example of the 
type we have encountered. Gene Hessler provides a R-8 rarity 
rating indicating one to three known. These early federal notes 
have enjoyed renewed interest in recent years as advanced col¬ 
lectors have come to appreciate their importance in the Ameri¬ 
can financial story and their extreme rarity. This note was once 
part of the John J. Ford Jr. Collection and it now comes with a 
second important pedigree, that of the Joel R. Anderson Col¬ 
lection.

All Series of 1886 Silver Certificates are popular for their 
beautiful ornate designs. Silver Certificates were first issued in 
the $2 denomination with the Series of 1886 as seen here. This 
note features a large red spiked seal and the signatures of Rose- 
crans and Hyatt. A large portrait vignette of General Winfield 
Scott Hancock is seen at the left, while the central layout incor¬ 
porates an appealing circus poster styling of “United States.” 

This example offers bright, fresh paper and jumbo margins. 
Both the face and back plate impressions are superbly cen¬ 
tered. The inks are all sharply printed and present great detail. 
PCGS Currency has certified just two finer examples of this 
catalog number. 

Silver Certificates were first issued in 1878 under the title 
of Silver Certificates of Deposit, such notes being authorized 
under the Bland-Allison Act of February 28 of that year, best 
remembered for launching the production of hundreds of mil¬ 


lions of Morgan silver dollars. The idea was to have each Silver 
Certificate backed by an equivalent number of silver dollars 
held in Treasury vaults. 

Silver Certificates proved to be an enduring series and 
continued well into the 20th century in the form of small size 
notes. The designs differed from those used on Legal Tender 
and other currency and were often notable and attractive from 
a numismatic viewpoint. The 1886 Series notes were the first 
issued in fairly large quantities.

William Windom 
replaced General Hancock on this type, which represented a 
complete change in design from the prior Series of 1886 notes.

This will be a 
great note for any registry collector and we expect strong inter¬ 
est when it crosses the auction block.

The $5 Silver Certificates of the Series of 1886 are among the 
most popular notes in all United States currency. Popularly re¬ 
ferred to as “Silver Dollar Backs” due to the back design which 
features five Morgan silver dollars laid out in a row, these notes 
appeal to both currency and coin collectors. The face displays the 
portrait of Ulysses S. Grant within an oval frame at right. A large 
brown spiked Treasury Seal is just left of center. “United States” 
is in a circus poster styled format inside a curved panel in the left 
two-thirds of the face. Blue printed serial numbers are in pan¬ 
els at lower left and upper right above the portrait. This catalog 
number features engraved signatures of Rosecrans and Huston 
to the lower left and right of the portrait respectively 

There were 6,800,000 Fr. 263s (W-794s) printed and today 
around 350 are estimated to survive. The present piece is quite 
pleasing and features bright, broadly margined paper and bold 
inks. All of the engraved design elements are sharply printed 
including the all-important back design. This is a wonderful 
large size type note with broad appeal. 

Ulysses S. Grant 

Born Hiram Ulysses Grant in Ohio in 1822, the future 
president gained a nomination to the United States Military 
Academy at West Point in 1839. Due to an error by U.S. Rep¬ 
resentative Thomas L. Harmer, who wrote “Ulysses S. Grant” 
in his nomination letter, Grant was from then on known as by 
that name, as West Point could not change the name of an ap¬ 
pointee. Grant graduated 21st out of his class of 39 in 1843 and 
reluctantly began his military career. After service in the Mex- 
ican-American War and service in California, Grant resigned 
from the Army in 1854 while rumors swirled about his poten¬ 
tial drinking problem. 


At the onset of the Civil War Grant, inspired by patriotism, 
sought to be recommissioned in the Army He eventually gained 
a promotion to colonel and soon after was appointed a brigadier 
general. The Civil War saw Grant steadily rise to prominence as 
accounts of his bravery and success on the battlefield spread. 
By 1864 he was lieutenant general and commander of the en¬ 
tire army answering only to President Lincoln. Grant mounted 
multiple attacks on Lees army in 1864 and 1865, finally receiv¬ 
ing the Confederate generals surrender at Appomattox Court¬ 
house on April 9, 1865, effectively ending the Civil War. 

In the post-war reconstruction era Grants popularity grew. 
He oversaw reconstruction efforts in the South and toured the 
United States extensively with President Andrew Johnson for 
whom he briefly served as secretary of war. He was unani¬ 
mously nominated as the Republican candidate for president 
in the election of 1868 and defeated Democrat challenger 
Horatio Seymour handily Grant served as president from 
1869 until 1877. He oversaw the re-admittance of the former 
Confederate states into the Union, strengthened the rights of 
African Americans, particularly in the South and sought the 
prosecution of Ku Klux Klan members who had sought to 
suppress African American voters. Grant died of throat can¬ 
cer in 1885. His funeral in New York City was attended by 
more than 1.5 million people.

Offered is a remarkably well preserved example of this rare 
“Robert Morris” $10 variety, of which roughly 50 are known 
to exist. The catalog number displays a large red round Trea¬ 
sury Seal and blue serial numbers at lower left and upper right. 
The portrait of statesman Robert Morris is found at left, and 
the note features signatures of Bruce and Wyman. The black 
printed back design displays SILVER in large letters within an 
ornamental panel at center. 

This is the finest of 12 examples of the catalog number PCGS 
Currency has graded. It displays sharply printed inks and bold¬ 
ly colored overprints. The paper is bright and well margined. 
PMG has graded no examples finer than 45 EPQ. 

Silver Certificates of Deposit, per their official name, were 
antecedents to Silver Certificates. These did not circulate widely 
but seem to have been mostly held by banks and agencies. The 
basic motifs of the preceding type of 1878 were continued, but 
with changes in the overprint. The back remained unchanged. 

The Silver Situation in the Mid-1870s 

All was not well with the market for silver in the mid- 
1870s—events that led up to the 1878 Bland-Allison Act and 
the Silver Certificates of Deposit. New production of silver in 
Nevada, Colorado, and other Western areas, plus additions to 


overseas supplies precipitated a continuing worldwide decline 
in its price during this era. This reduced the profits of silver 
mines and refiners and led to an economic recession in some 
areas. Not helping matters was the discovery of vast new silver 
deposits in Colorado in particular, but also in other Western 
states. Increasingly silver became a popular political subject. 

As mentioned earlier, silver coins were absent from circula¬ 
tion in the East and Midwest until Legal Tender Notes achieved 
parity with them in April 1876. The Treasury anticipated a great 
demand for silver dimes, quarters, and half dollars and minted 
large quantities to take care of the silver rush. 

It did not happen. 

Vast amounts of older silver coins that had been hoarded 
since spring 1862 flooded the market. New coins were not 
needed. In addition, citizens who had preferred “hard mon¬ 
ey” earlier were now perfectly willing to use $1, $2, and other 
Legal Tender and National Bank Notes instead of a pocket 
jingling with heavy coins. Because of this vast oversupply 
of silver coins, mintages of dimes, quarters, and half dollars 
plunged after 1878.

Just 400,000 examples of this Rosecrans-Jordan Series of 
1886 $10 Silver Certificate were printed, the smallest print run 
for the entire design type (including Series of 1891 and 1907 
notes). This was the first variety issued of the design type. De¬ 
picted on the face is Thomas A. Hendricks, who was vice-pres¬ 
ident of the United States for several months in 1885, before he 
died in office. Whether surrounding his portrait with a frame 
curved at the top and giving rise to the name “Tombstone Note,” 
was intentional or inadvertent is unknown. A small red Trea¬ 
sury Seal with plain border is at bottom right and blue printed 
serial numbers are at bottom left and at right.

This is a rare “Black Back” $50 type, seen here with a red 
scalloped Treasury Seal more commonly associated with the 
“Open Back” notes of the Series of 1891. Just 120,000 examples 
of this variety were printed; today around 35 are known to sur¬ 
vive. The portrait of Edward Everett is at right. Engraved signa¬ 
tures of Treasury officials Rosecrans and Nebeker are stacked to 
the bottom right of center. Blue printed serial numbers appear 
in panels at bottom left and top right. 

This is the finest graded example of the catalog number. It 
features bright paper displaying just light signs of handling. 
Boldly printed design elements present this design in striking 
detail. The overprints are boldly inked with the seal retaining 
great cherry red color. Full margins and wholesome paper add 
to the overall appeal of this note which certainly deserves PCGS 
Currency’s PPQ designation. This note has long been the finest 
known for the variety with a market history going back at least 
40 years. It was last offered publicly in a 2007 auction where it 
realized $109,250. 

The “Silver Question” and Silverites 

The problem with the silver market needed to be solved. 
Rising to the occasion were legislators from the West. Silver 
became the burning political issue of the time. The favorite an¬ 
swer to the Silverites, as such politicos and their followers were 
called, was to solve the Silver Question (the name given to the 
movement), by having free and unlimited coinage of the metal. 
Whether the Treasury needed more coins or not—and it cer¬ 


tainly did not—Uncle Sam should buy all of the silver offered 
and send it to the mints. 

Congressman Richard P. Bland of Missouri and Senator Wil¬ 
liam Allison of Iowa were among the strongest advocates. In 
November 1877, an earlier proposal by Bland for the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver was reintroduced into the House of 
Representatives and was carried by a vote of 163 to 34, with 
93 congressmen absent or abstaining. The sentiment for the 
bill was hardly that strong, but many felt that voting against it 
would impair their reelection chances, as the Free Silver move¬ 
ment by that time was viewed by many as the key to ending 
the economic slump. The reaction of the Senate was unknown. 
Most senators were against it, but practicality intervened and it 
was thought that with a revision, passage would be a certainty. 

The result was the Bland-Allison Act. This passed both 
houses of Congress, but was vetoed by President Rutherford B. 
Hayes. His veto message was presented on February 28, 1878, 
and was promptly overridden by a 196 to 73 vote in the House 
and 46 to 19 in the Senate. The act became law.

Silver Certificates of Deposit are one of the rarest major 
classes within federal currency (not to overlook the extra rarity 
of the high $100 denomination). It is popular to put them with 
regular (later) Silver Certificates, but these are a distinct class. 
If the true difference were more widely recognized, the demand 
for them, already intense, would be even stronger. Unlike the 
later Silver Certificates, the Silver Certificates of Deposit did 
not see wide general circulation. Instead, most were used in 
bank transfers, mining company transactions, and the like.

Just 13 examples of this rare catalog number are recorded in 
the Martin Gengerke census. This Series of 1880 $100 “Black 
Back” Silver Certificate of Deposit displays a small red scal¬ 
loped seal to the lower right of center. The engraved signatures 
of Treasury officials Rosecrans and Nebeker are also at the low¬ 
er right of center. Blue serial numbers are found within panels 
at bottom left and top right. The intricate “Black Back” displays 
“SILVER CERTIFICATE” in bold letters at center. 

Only 40,000 Fr. 342s (W-3624s) were printed. This is the 
second finest example graded by PCGS Currency. It displays 
broad, even margins and bright paper showing only light signs 
of circulation. The overprint inks remain bold and the engraved 
design elements are sharply detailed. This example is the Fried¬ 
berg illustration note and has an auction history that can be 
traced back to 1951. This is a design type and seal combination 
that is undoubtedly missing from many advanced collections. 

Effects of the Bland-Allison Act 

The February 28, 1878 Bland-Allison Act mandated that the 
Treasury Department buy between two and four million dol¬ 
lars in silver bullion each month at the current market price 
and coin it into standard silver dollars of 412.5 grains weight, 
the same as the Liberty Seated dollars last minted in 1873. In 
an illogical move, the highly successful trade dollar minted 
since 1873 was discontinued. Trade dollars, however, had been 
made to the order of bullion depositors seeking export coins. 
The quantities were far lower than for the new Bland-Allison 
dollars. The act also created a new series, the Silver Certificates 
of Deposit as studied here, each note backed by an equivalent 
amount of silver dollars held by the Treasury 

The new silver dollars were made legal tender without lim¬ 
it. Over 50 million of the newly authorized silver dollars were 


coined in their first two years of production in 1878 and 1879 
alone. The Silverites’ dreams had come true! 

The new dollars were first struck on March 11, 1878, using 
obverse and reverse designs made by George T. Morgan in 1877 
for a pattern half dollar. At first numismatists and others called 
them Bland dollars. Generations later the designation was 
changed to Morgan dollars, the term we use today 

There was a problem: a Morgan dollar contained only 89 
cents worth of metal while a gold dollar had nearly a dollars 
worth of gold. Another problem was that silver dollars had nev¬ 
er been popular in the East or Midwest. What to do with all of 
them? The answer was simple: put them in storage. 

As it turned out the Treasury bought the minimum accept¬ 
able amount of silver each year. The number of dollars coined 
depended on the market price of the metal. There was so much 
available on the international market that the price of silver 
continued to decline. In the next year, 1879, a Morgan dollar 
contained only 87 cents’ worth of silver. 

From 1878 to 1904 and again in 1921 hundreds of millions 
of Morgan-design dollars were made and stored. What was a 
government boondoggle became nirvana for numismatists as 
vast quantities were later released from Treasury vaults. Today 
the nearly 100 different dates and mintmarks of Morgan dol¬ 
lars are the most popular early series to collect. The majority of 
them cost no more than a few hundred dollars in Mint State. 
All’s well that ends well!

The King of Silver Certificates

A true American treasure and one of the most exotic notes 
in all of United States currency, this famed Series of 1891 $1000 
Silver Certificate is known by currency aficionados as the “Mar¬ 
cy Note” due to the portrait of William L. Marcy which appears 
at right. The presently offered piece is the only example of the 
design type in private hands and is one of just two known to 
exist. 

The note bears serial number El433 and is from plate A. This 
piece once set the world record for the highest price ever paid 
for an example of paper money when it was sold by private trea¬ 
ty in 2013 for $2.6 million. The other surviving example bears 
serial number El from plate A and is forever held in the Na¬ 
tional Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Institution. 

Though Marcy is portrayed on both series, the 1891 $1000 
Silver Certificates feature a completely redesigned face and 
back from the earlier 1880 $1000 Silver Certificates of Deposit. 
At left, a woman leans on a shield bearing the denomination. 
An ornate decorative design element at center features United 
States and the denomination spelled out. The portrait of Marcy 
is in an ornate end panel at right with the denomination above 
and a panel for the serial number below. This type displays a 
small red scalloped Treasury Seal right of center. The serial 
numbers are in red at upper left and lower right. Engraved 
signatures of Treasury officials Tillman and Morgan are found 
along the bottom edge of the design. The green printed back is 
ornately laid out and features 1000 prominently at center. Just 
8,000 examples were issued. 

Even circulation is exhibited on this evenly margined note. 
The engraved design elements are darkly inked and in vivid de¬ 
tail. The back has brilliant green inks displaying the exquisite 
back design. The paper surfaces are clean and free of any dis¬ 
tractions; the folds present are what would be expected for a 
note in the assigned grade range. 

This is the first time this note has ever been offered at auc¬ 
tion. In the past it has only changed hands through private trea¬ 


ty sales. We trace its pedigree back to Robert Friedberg and Jim 
Thompson. In March 1985, Dean Oakes and Dennis Forgue 
brokered a sale of the note to a private Midwest collector. In 
1998 Doctors Edward and Joanne Dauer purchased the note 
directly from the Midwest collector for their collection. Stacks 
Bowers Galleries facilitated the sale of the note from the Dauers 
to Joel Anderson. 

This note is one of the centerpieces of the Joel R. Anderson 
Collection, a rarity for which no other example is available to 
the collecting public. No elite level United States type collec¬ 
tion can be considered complete without this note. This offer¬ 
ing may represent the only opportunity for collectors to secure 
this design type in their lifetimes, and those aspiring to have the 
most complete collection possible should seize this opportunity 
as it will likely not arise again. 

William Marcy 

William Learned Marcy (1786-1857) was a lawyer by trade 
but is best known for his political career which saw him serve 
as a U.S. senator from New York, governor of New York, U.S. 
secretary of War and U.S. secretary of State. As secretary of War 
after the war with Mexico he was in California when the Gold 
Rush began. In late 1848 he sent a sample of gold to President 
James Knox Polk. It was assayed at the Mint. This confirmed the 
discovery was widely publicized, and energized the Gold Rush. 
As secretary of State under President Franklin Pierce, Marcy 
negotiated the Gadsden Purchase, securing southern portions 
of present day Arizona and New Mexico.

Here is a superbly margined Series of 1914 $5 Red Seal Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Note that is the finest example graded for its cata¬ 
log number.

All Series of 1914 Red Seal Federal Reserve Notes are scarce 
in comparison to their Blue Seal counterparts. This is especially 
true for the $20 denominations and higher. The presently of¬ 
fered $20 Red Seal comes from the New York district and offers 
sharp printing, boardwalk margins and bright, fresh paper. 

A portrait of Grover Cleveland is at center. A black printed 
district seal is at left while a red scalloped Treasury Seal is to 
the right. The serial numbers are in red to the lower left and 
upper right. All Series of 1914 Red Seals feature the engraved 
signatures of Treasury officials Burke and McAdoo. The back 
portrays various forms of transportation, revolutionary tech¬ 
nological advances for the period. At left is a steam locomotive, 
automobile and a biplane. To the right, a large ocean liner and 
tug boat steam past the Statue of Liberty.

These early Gold Certificates were issued under the Act of 
March 3, 1863. The present note bears a written issue date of 
Nov. 27, 1865. A patriotic eagle on a shield is seen at left with 
the motto “E PLURIBUS UNUM” above. A green latticework 
tint is seen across the center and left of the right side of the note 
and outlines a large 20 near center. An ornate die counter 20 is 
near the top right corner while the engraved signatures of Trea¬ 
sury officials Colby and Spinner are stacked below. “Engraved 
and Printed at the Treasury Department” is imprinted near the 
top center of the note. A small red spiked Treasury Seal is also 
at right. The autographed signature of Assistant U.S. Treasurer 
H.H. Van Dyck is along the lower left border of the design. Ex¬ 
amples of the type were printed for Assistant U.S. Treasurer of¬ 
fices in Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Washington.

The note retains ex¬ 
ceptional eye appeal and is truly a treat to behold. 

There are six 1863 $20 Gold Certificates known to survive, 
two of which are forever held at the Bureau of Public Debt and 
the National Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution. This note, with serial number 416, plate D, is far and 
away the finest known example of the type. The other surviving 
notes are in the Very Fine range. 

This is the Friedberg and Hessler illustration note. It is also 
the plate example in the Whitman Encyclopedia of U.S. Paper 
Money by Q. David Bowers. Few notes in all of American cur¬ 
rency are as visually stunning. Only four collectors can be for¬ 
tunate enough to own an example of this important type and 
just one can lay claim to this, the finest known example.

Here is another magnificent rarity from the unprecedent¬ 
ed Joel R. Anderson Collection. Just four Rosecrans-Nebeker 
signed 1882 $1000 Gold Certificates are known to survive and 
the presently offered example may be the only one in private 
hands. A portrait of Alexander Hamilton is at right. “GOLD” 
is printed in large gold inks at top center. A red scalloped Trea¬ 
sury Seal is near the bottom, just to the right of center. A large 
1000 counter is found at left and bold blue serial numbers are 
within gold panels at lower left and upper right. The engraved 
signatures of Rosecrans and Nebeker are along the bottom 
frame line. The vibrant orange-gold back design is elaborate, 
with a bald eagle with shield at center and a large Roman nu¬ 
meral M counter at left. 

Two of the four recorded examples are permanently im¬ 
pounded in the collections of the Federal Reserve Banks of 
Chicago (C24675) and San Francisco (C29156). Serial number 
C24623 was long used as the Friedberg plate note for the cata¬ 
log number, but the source of the image and whereabouts of the 
note are unknown. It has not been seen in decades and is pos¬ 
sibly in an institutional collection. The presently offered note, 
with serial number C26834, was discovered in 2013 and first 
came on the market in a January 2014 auction where it realized 
$881,250. 

The note exhibits bold inks and vibrant colors and just a mod¬ 
erate degree of circulation. Full margins nicely frame this rarely 
seen design. The grading service makes mention of “Minor Res¬ 
torations” on the back of the holder and indeed they are difficult 
to detect. This is almost certainly the only example of this catalog 
number that will be available for quite some time, if ever. 

Gold Coins in 1882 

In the year that the 1882 Series of Gold Certificates was au¬ 
thorized, gold coins were readily available in the channels of 
commerce. They were most popular in the American West, 
including the Pacific Coast and the Rocky Mountains. In the 


Midwest and East they were not widely seen in everyday busi¬ 
ness, but most banks had a supply on hand. Gold coins had 
been hoarded beginning in late December 1861 when the out¬ 
come of the Civil War was in doubt. The Confederate States 
of America had won many victories. Some observers, such as 
many political writers in England and France, predicted a win 
for the South. The CSA sold large quantities of bonds to eager 
investors in Great Britain. In addition, silver coins disappeared 
from commerce in the spring. 

On December 17,1878, gold coins achieved parity with fed¬ 
eral paper money, and a new generation learned of coins that 
had not been seen for nearly 20 years. The Treasury anticipated 
the demand for small-denomination gold coins to be intense 
and ramped up production of such pieces. It turned out that 
there was little demand, and most gold dollars, quarter eagles, 
and $3 coins went into Treasury vaults. Today anyone seeking 
$1 and $3 coins from 1879 to 1889 will find them to be in Mint 
State. An Extremely Fine coin would be a great rarity! Such as¬ 
pects are interesting to study 

In 1882 higher denomination coins were being struck at the 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, Carson City and San Francisco 
mints. The two mints in the West obtained most of their metal 
from regional mines. New Orleans used Western gold as well as 
foreign coins that were melted. The Philadelphia Mint mainly 
used gold from the West and other native sources. 

The double eagle, a denomination that made its debut in 
1850, was the coin used for the vast majority of production. It 
was cheaper and more efficient, for example, to coin one $20 
coin than four $5 pieces. Gold Certificates were backed with 
an equivalent value in gold coins, usually double eagles, held in 
Treasury vaults.

Series of 1900 $10,000 Gold Certificates were not intended 
for use by the public in general commerce but were reserved for 
use by financial institutions. Most if not all had been redeemed 
and cancelled by the 1930s. On December 13,1935, a fire raged 
at the United States Post Office at 13th Street and Pennsylva¬ 
nia Avenue in Washington D.C. where these notes were being 
stored along with other documents and files. In an effort to save 
items from the fire, boxes and cabinets were emptied onto the 
streets below with hundreds if not more of these ultra-high de¬ 
nomination Gold Certificates raining down on the crowds of 
onlookers who eagerly gathered them up. Today the number 
of known examples is likely in the 400 to 500 range. Most are 
in circulated condition, punch cancelled and display varying 
degrees of water stains or fire damage. 

The type is uniface with the portrait of Andrew Jackson 
at left. A large 10,000 die counter is at right. At top center is 
“GOLD” in large golden letters. A red scalloped Treasury Seal 
is to the lower right of center. Blue printed serial numbers are 
found within golden serial number panels at lower left and up¬ 
per right. The engraved signatures of Treasury officials Teehee 


and Burke are stacked in the bottom right corner. The type fea¬ 
tures various “payable” institutions filled in near bottom center. 
The present example was payable to the Federal Reserve Board 
in Washington. 

The presently offered note is essentially as nice as they come 
with wonderfully fresh paper that is free of the impairments 
that are so often found on notes of this type. The face is fully 
framed and boldly printed. The overprint inks are vibrant and 
well presented. Like most, this note is “roulette” punch can¬ 
celled at left and center. This is one of the few examples of the 
type that earned PCGS Currency’s PPQ designation. In fact, the 
service has graded just one other example of the type finer with 
that designation. Few types match this note in terms of visual 
appeal. These notes remain an excellent value with nearly all 
being secured for less than “face value.”

The Blue Ball National Bank was chartered in 
October 1906 and issued Third Charter Red Seals, Date Backs 
and Plain Backs as well as Type 1 and 2 Series of 1929 notes. 
The bank only issued notes in the $10 and $20 denominations 
with a total emission of $881,550. 

Blue Ball is located in Lancaster County and was named for 
the Blue Ball Hotel which was built in what was then called 
Earl Town in the mid-18th century. Owner John Wallace hung 
a blue ball from a post in front of the hotel which he called the 


“Sign of the Blue Ball.” Locals soon called the town Blue Ball 
and the name was officially changed to that in 1833. 

This sheet is boldly printed on bright paper which earned 
PCGS Currency’s PPQ designation. Easily the best item we 
have seen on this charter and a sheet that will wow any National 
Currency enthusiast.

Deposits submitted will 
be applied to purchases. Any remaining deposits will be promptly refunded, upon 
clearance of funds. 

7. Sales Tax. Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax unless a valid Resale 
Certificate has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auction. Should state 
sales tax become applicable in the delivery state prior to delivery of the property 
on the invoice, the Buyer agrees to pay all applicable state sales tax as required by 
the delivery state as of the shipping date. In the event any applicable sales tax is 
not paid by Buyer that should have been paid, even if not such tax was not charged 
or collected by Stacks Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross negligence, 
Buyer nonetheless acknowledges responsibility to pay such sales tax and remains 
fully liable for and agrees to promptly pay such taxes on demand, together with 
any interest or penalty that may be assessed by the taxing authority and agrees to 
indemnify and hold Auctioneer harmless from any applicable sales tax, interest 
or penalties due. Lots from different Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax 
purposes. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make pay¬ 
ment in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole dis¬ 
cretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity 
to rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, 
retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized 
that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a por¬ 
tion or all of the lots held by Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, 
which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion 
of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks 
Bowers may charge a sellers commission that is commercially reasonable. More 
than one such sale may take place at the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers 
resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such sale, together 
with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorneys fees and costs, 
cataloging and any other reasonable charges.
